Leadership Stoughton was created by the Stoughton Chamber of 
Commerce to promote and enhance community leadership and 
Involvement. This is accomplished by providing quality programs 
that develop leadership skills and create community awareness. 

Now in its fourth year, this program.is developing weii-informed 
and highly motivated leaders who are qualified to assume pres- 
ent and future leadership roles in the Stoughton area.
